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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 9-16 are allowed for the reasons of record. Moreover, Lamerant US 
5653947 teaches "heating a suspension of ground bauxite in an aqueous solution 
comprising sodium hydroxide at a temperature greater than 80 degrees C" (Column 3 
Line 65-67). However, Lamerant fails to teach or suggest that the liquor is at a 
temperature sufficient that first contact between the ground bauxite and the liquor 
occurs at a temperature of greater than about 95 degrees C as required by instant claim 
9. 

Harato US 5545384 teaches the first contact between the spent liquor and 
ground bauxite occurs by forming a slurry comprising a recycled decomposing solution 
with fresh ground bauxite (Column 4 Lines 10-15, Figure 1 Items 1 and 3). However, 
Harato does not teach or suggest that the first contact between the ground bauxite and 
the spent liquor occurs at a temperature of greater than about 95 degrees C, because 
Harato teaches it is preferable to heat the already contacted slurry to a temperature 
higher than 70 degrees C (Column 4 Lines 35-39). Therefore, claims 9-16 are allowable 
over Harato. 

McDaniel teaches mixing a ground bauxite with a first spent caustic soda stream 
to form a bauxite slurry, and reacting the slurry at a temperature of 1 13 degrees C and 
205 degrees C after the first contact of the ground bauxite and the caustic soda makeup 
(Claim 1 , and Figure 1 Item 1 ). Therefore, McDaniel does not teach or suggest that the 
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first contact between the ground bauxite and the spent liquor occurs at a temperature of 
greater than about 95 degrees C. Therefore, claims 9-16 are allowable over McDaniel.
